1 . (Currently Amended) A hydrolizable polymer-containing textile article that has 
been chemically modified by branched chain amine treatment to achieve improved pilling 
it sist an ce wherein said bandied, chain aminP is an ajkyj amine containing from 8 tg 14 
carbon atoms . 

2. (Original) The textile article of daim 1 , wherein the hydrolizable polymer is 
selected from the group consisting of polyester, wool, polylactic add, and combinations 
thereof. 

3. (Original) The polyester of claim 2, wherein the polyester is selected from the 
group consisting of polyethylene terephthalate. polytriphenylene terephthalate. 
polybutylene terephthalate, and combinations thereof. 

4. (Currently Amended) The textile article of claim 2, wherein the article is selected 
from the group consisting of fibers, yarns, fabrics, films, and combinations thereof and 
wherein the iliad amin * is selec t ° H fmm thB arQUP mmMAtKi of 'sodecyloxypropYl-l , 3- 
rti a min Q nro D aP» i R nd Q decvlox v prnnN/l-i .3-dlaminnnropane and lsotrirtecyloxYpropvl-1 .

5. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is undyed. 

6. (Original) The textile artide of claim 4, wherein the article is dyed. 

7. (Original) The textile article of claim 6. wherein the dyed artide exhibits level 
dyeing and is substantially free from spotting. 

8. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a woven fabric. 
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9. (Original) The textile article of claim 4. wherein the article is a knit fabric. 

10. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a nonwoven fabric. 

1 1 . (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising 
substantially 1 00% spun polyester yams. 

12. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising a 
blend of filament and spun polyester yams. 

13. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising a 
blend of spun polyester yams and other synthetic fibers. 

14. (Original) The textile article of claim 13, wherein said other synthetic fibers are 
selected from the group consisting of polyamides, polyolefins, polyacrylics, and 
regenerated cellulose. 

1 5. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising a 
blend of spun polyester yams and natural fibers. 

1 6. (Original) The textile article of claim 1 5, wherein said natural fibers are selected 
from the group consisting of cotton, wool, linen, and flax. 

1 7. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising a 
blend of filament polyester yarns and other synthetic fibers. 

1 8. (Original) The textile article of claim 1 7, wherein said other synthetic fibers are 
selected from the group consisting of polyamides, polyolefins, polyacrylics, and 
regenerated cellulose. 
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19. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising a 
blend of filament polyester yams and natural fibers. 

20. (Original) The textile article of claim 19, wherein said natural fibers are selected 
from the group consisting of cotton, wool, linen, and flax. 

21 . (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising 
substantially 100% microdenier polyester filament yarns. 

22. (Original) The textile article of Claim 21 , wherein the microdenier polyester 
filament yarns are comprised of splittable, bi-component, or multi-component yarns or 
fibers. 

23. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising a 
blend of microdenier polyester filament yarns and other synthetic fibers. 

24: (Original) The textile article of claim 23. wherein said other synthetic fibers are 
selected from the group consisting of polyester filament or staple fibers, polyamides. 
polyolefins. polyacrylics. and regenerated cellulose fibers. 

25. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is a fabric comprising a 
blend of microdenier polyester filament yarns and natural fibers. 

26. (Original) The textile article of claim 25. wherein said natural fibers are selected 
from the group consisting of cotton, wool, linen and flax. 

27. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein strength of the textile article is 
reduced by chemical modification.

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29. (Original) The textile article of claim 4, wherein the article is substantially free 
from carbamate deposits.

39. (Currently Amended) The textile article of claim 34 4. wherein the artide is a 
fabric and said fabric is incorporated into an article, of apparel. 

40. (Currently Amended) The textile article of claim 34 4, wherein the article is a 
fabric and said fabric is incorporated into an article of bedding. 

41 . (Currently Amended) The textile article of claim 34 4, wherein the article is a 
fabric and said fabric forms an article of residential upholstery. 

42. (Currently Amended) The textile article of claim 34 4, wherein the article is a 
fabric and said fabric forms an article of commercial upholstery. 

43. (Currently Amended) The textile article of claim 34 4, wherein the article is a 
fabric and said fabric forms an article of automotive upholstery.
